The first real step towards hold­ 
ing the special election on June 26 to 
elect a successor to the late Repre­ 
sentative Comstock in congress, was

McMillin called a special meeting of 
the county council for a week from

9, to appropriate 
money with which to meet the ex­ 
pense of the election. 
It is estimated that 
the special 
election will cost Rush county close 
to $1,400 and the council will 
be 
asked to appropriate the sum of $1,-' 
500. 
Last September when the ap­ 
propriations for the year were made 
the county council did not appropri­ 
ate any money for elections as this 
is the “off year” and it was 
not 
believed any money would be nec­ 
essary for elections. 
The emergency has arisen, 
how­ 
ever, and the money must be avail­ 
able before the election is held. The 
expense of the special election will 
he almost as great 
as the regular’ 
election for it is necessary to have

To safeguard those rights forever, 
the federal constitution declared “The 
right of the people to be secured in 
their persons, houses, papers and ef­ 
fects against unreasonable searches 
and seizures shall not be violated and 
no warrants shall issue, but upon pro- 
ble cause, supported by oath or affir­ 
mation, and particularly describing the 
place to be searched and the persons 
or things to be seised.” This clause 
protecta against search and seisure by 
federal officials and not against search 
and seisure by state officials but In­ 
diana adopted exactly the same clause 
in its constitution and thus safeguard­ 
ed the people against any search ex­ 
cept upon a warrant properly issued 
to search a particular place for par­ 
ticular things. 
The right of trial by Jury came to 
us out of the struggle of the English 
people for liberty and was adopted by 
4his country without change. 
Our 
onstitutions safeguard this right as it 
-as given to them from England and 
iverywhere we recognize that every 
nan shall have the right to the “law- 
ul judgment of his peers.** 
“In all criminal prosecutions, the 
.ccused shall enjoy the right to a 
peedy and public trial by an impartial 
ury of the state and district wherein 
he crime shall have been committed, 
/hich district shall have been pre­ 
viously ascertained by law, and to be 
nformed of the nature and cause of 
he accusation; to be confronted with 
witnesses against him; to have com- 
rnlsory process for obtaining wit­ 
nesses in his favor, and to have as­ 
sistance of counsel for his defense.” 
Thus declares the constitution, of 
he United States. The rights enum­ 
erated are thus protected against na- 
ional laws and national officials. Sub- 
tantially the Bame declaration is 
*ound in most of the state constitu­ 
tions and thus the states are kept from 
:nterfering with the rights of trial by* 
Jury. 
In civil cases, also, the federal and 
state constitutions guarantee a trial* 
by jury when the cause is large 
enough to warrant it—the provision of 
the United States constitution re­ 
quires that the amount in contro­ 
versy exceed twenty dollars. 
In practice many cases are decided 
by the judge but in all criminal cases 
and most civil cases a jury trial may 
be demanded In state and federal 
courts. 
The right to trial is safeguarded be- 
yonj ettaçk but the right may be nul- 
lified if care is not taken to see that 
the judgment is the “fair judgment of 
his peers'* and not the Judgment of a 
packed jury selected by an unfair sys­ 
tem. The constitution should go fur­ 
ther than merely declare the right to 
a jury trial and require & fair method 
of selection of jurors. Without it the 
mere provision for a jury trial may 
not amount to much. 
In many states the Idea is develop­ 
ing that civil cases may be decided by 
a three-fourths or five-sixths vote of a 
jury instead of requiring a unanimous 
vote. 
This prevents the stubborn 
man on a jury from preventing a de­ 
cision in the face of the facts. The 
question will undoubtedly be consider­ 
ed by the Indiana convention.

Indianapolis, Ind., June 1.—Total 
enrollment 
of the twenty universi- 
colleges and schools of teehni- 
>oology in Indiana during last 
year 
was 8,922, according to figures made 
public today by J. S. Hussey of the 
educational department of the bur­ 
eau of statistics. The total reeeipts 
of these schools was $2,420,993— 
or $275 for each student. 
Enrollment at Purdue University 
made probably the most remarkable 
strides, increasing from 849 in 1900 
to 2,415 last year. IJndiana Univer- 
sityvUad 2,669 students last year. 
Of the schools not 
under state 
control, Notre Dame had the largest 
registration with about 900; Depauw 
second, with more 
than 800; 
and 
Earlham and Butler tied for 
third 
with 550. 
The numlber of pupils 
attending 
high schools in the state was 69,719 
compared with 35,246 sixteen years 
ago. 
Expenses of high school in­ 
creased 
from $822,458 in 1900 
to 
$3,893,018 for 1916. 
It cost Purdue $507,680 
to eare 
for 2,415 students, 
while 
Indiana 
University spent $40,000 more than 
Purdue for 200 more students.

All these troublesome vag­ 
rant plants, that gain footholds 
in the garden, forage upon the 
plant food and water which 
should be available to build up 
food plants. 
They stunt some vegetables 
by stealing their sustenance 
and cri>wd 
out and shade 
others« 
From 
morning until 
night 
weeds that are allowed to grow 
in a garden work steadily 
against the interests of the 
gardener; and the longer they, 
are left undisturbed the great­ 
er becomes their capacity for 
harm. 


If you have not begun to free your 
garden crops of the weed 
enemies 
that are probably 
attacking them 
now, you should lose no time in be­ 
ginning your campaign. It is a war­ 
fare that you will have to wage, off 
and on, all season, but if you bring 
superior force into play 
early you 
will be able to confine the enemy to 
a straggling guerrilla offensive that 
will cause little destruction. 
In this warfare the hoe is your 
heavy artillery and is to be depended 
upon chiefly for action in the open.

Neither 
tool, however, will wholly do away 


with the necessity for a hand-to- 
hand struggle to uproot the persist-i 
ent Weeds that grixw closely about 
the stems of the smaller plants you 
wish to protect, and which yield only; 
when they are pulled bodily up byj 
the thumb and finger. 
The fight on weeds should begid 
as soon as it is possible to distin­ 
guish easily between them and the 
garden plantlets. It is even possible 
to do much effective work in killing 
weeds between the rows before the 
young vegetables make their appear­ 
ance, provided the exact location ofi 
the planted seeds is marked. 
The gardener should choose 9 
bright, sunny day for weeding. At 
such a time even weeds which are 
only 
partially severed from 
their 
roots will h$ve little chance of sur­ 
viving the withering rays of the sim. 
If weeding operations are conducted 
on a cloudy or damp day, however, 
many of the weeds that are incom­ 
pletely 
severed 
will 
take 
fresh 
growth. 
Weeding does more than free the 
garden of undesirable 
plants. The 
digging incidental to removing the 
weeds also serves as a cultivation« 
As soon as the weeds have been dug 
up the roughened ground should be 
carefully 
smoothed with a 
rake. 
This will incorporate air in the soil, 
form a dust mulch which will aid in 
preventing 
the 
loss 
of moisture 
through evaporation, and will tend 
to bring to the surface and expose to 
the sun weed foots and sprouting 
weed seeds which 
otherwise might 
produce plants.

the federal constitution declared "The ' 
right of the pepple to be secured in 
their persons, houses, papers and ef- 
fects against unreasonable searches 
and seizures shall not be violated and 
no warrants shall issue, but upon prp- 
BJe cause, suppprted by path pr affir- 
matipn, and particularly describing the 
place tp be searched, and the persons 
pr things tp be" seized." This clause 
protects against search and seizure by \ 
ederai officials and not against search 
and. seizure by state pfflclals but In- 
diana adopted exactly the sajne clause 
n its constitution and thus safeguard- 
ed, the people- against any search ex- 
apt upon a warrant properly issued 
P search a particular place fpr par- 
ticular things. 


The right of trial by jury came to 


us out of the struggle of the English 
•people for liberty and was adopted by 
*his country without change. 
Our 


onstltutipns safeguard this right as it 
/as given te them from England and 
iverywhere we recognize that every 
nan shall have the right tp'the "law- 
ul judgment pf his peers." 
"In all criminal prosecutions^ the 


-ccused shall enjoy the right to a 
peedy and public trial by an impartial 
qry of the state and district wherein 
he crime shall have been committed, 
?hleh district shall have been pre- 
viously ascertained by law, and to be 
nformed of the nature and cause of 
he accusation; tp be confronted with 
witnesses against him; tp have cpm- 
>ulsory process for obtaining wit-

Thus declares the constitution,: pf 


-.he United States. The rights enum- 
erated are thus protected against na- 
ional laws and national officials. Sub- 
•tantially the same declaration 'isi 
.*ound in most of the state cons'tita-' 
•Jons and thus the states are kept from 
interfering with the rights of trial by. 
jury. 


In civil cases, also, the federal and 
state constitutions guarantee a trial1 
by jury when the cause is large 
anpugh to warrant it—the provisien pf 
the United States constitution re- 
quires that the amount in contro- 
versy exceed twenty dollars. 


In'practice many cases are decided 


by the judge but in all criminal cases 
and mest civil cases a jury trial may 
be demanded in state and federal 
courts. 
.,. 
; 


The right to trial is safeguarded be- 


xonji attacjc^ujt-the right may be.nul- 
lified if cafe is not taken to sea that 
the judgment is the;'.'fair, judgment "of 
his'peers" and not the judgment of a 
packed jury selected- by an unfair sys- 
tem. .The constitution should go fur- 
ther than merely declare the right to 
a jury'trial and require a fair metho~d 
of selection of jurors.. Without it the 
mere provision for a jury trial may 
not amount to much. 


In many states the idea is develop- 


ing that- civil cases may be decided by 
a three-fourths or five-sixths vote of a 
Jury instead of requiring a unanimous 
vote. 
This prevents the stubborn 


man on a jury from preventing a de- 
cision in the face pf the facts.- The 
question will undoubtedly be consider- 
ed by the Indiana convention.
